KITTEN KY A SHARK. 
Naval surgeons have some curious 
cases to deal with on board Vuele 
Sam ’s warships. 
Assistant Surgeon F. 
M. Munson has made a report to the 
Navy Department which ought to set­ 
tle kite long-disputed controversy as to 
the man-eating propensities of sharks. 
"On November 2, PMM." 
a y s he, “a 
boatsw ain’s mate of the Pisvntaqua, 
then lying in the inner harbor of OK»n- 
gapo. I*. I., while bathing from tile side 
of the ship. was bitten oil Un' foot by 
a shark. 
The man had a rood *dew of 
the shark and there eau be no doubt 
as to the identity et the species of 
fish. 
“The two arc-shaped bites, one on the 
dorsal and one on the plantar surface 
near the toes, showed unmistakably 
the m arks of three rows et teeth in 
each lacerated wound. On th*' orsum 
tile skin was torn from the underlying 
tissues for *wo inches: two tendons 
and several branches of the dorsalis 
ped is artery w ore severed. 
One of the 
tarsal bones was crushed into small 
•fragments. On the plantar surface the 
think fascia was torn away about one 
inch. 
As soon as the man was lifted 
out of the water an asceptie dressing 
'was applied by the hospital apprentice 
aud the medical officers w crc sent for. 
“As the wound was bleeding pro­ 
fusely, a tourniquet was applied and 
the man immediately taken ashore and 
placed upon the operating table; the 
fragm ents of bone were removed, the 
arteries ligated aud tendons sutured; 
th e fas aa ou the plantar and the skin 
on both surfaces sutured, through and 
through drainage being secured by a 
rubber drainage tube left iii the wound. 
The man was sent to the naval hos­ 
pital at Cavite the following day, and 
recovered, some stiffness of the foot 
remaining.”- Washington Star.

BITTEN BY 
SHARK. 


Naval surgeons have some curious 


Cftaea to deal with on board Uncle 
ttaui's warships. 
Assistant Surgeon F. 


<M. Munson has made a report to the 
(Navy Department which ought to set- 
tle the long-disputed controversy at- to 
the man-fating propensities of sharks, 


"On November 2. I'.RH." ",ays he, "a 


boatswain's mate of the Piscutaqua. 
then lying in the inner harbor of Oton- 
gapo. P. I,, wlille bathing from the side 
of the ship, was bitten on the foot by 
* shaek. The man had a rood -view of 
the shark and then can be no doubt 
as to the Identity ot the species of 
fish. 


"The two arc-shaped bites, one ou the 


dorsal and one on the plantar Mirt'ac* 
near the tops, showed nnuiist.ikablj1 
the marks of throe row-, of teeth in 
each lacerated wound. On th" orsum 
the skin was torn from the underlying 
tissues for two inches: two tendons 
»u\d several brandies of the dorsalN 
j»edis artery were severed. One ot the 
tarstil bones was crushed into small 
fragments. On the plantar surface the 
4hick fascia was torn away about one 
inch. As soon as the man was lifted 
out of the water an asceptic dressing 


Inside, and It was not proper for them 
to go In. To this they finally agreed, 
for the Chinese are very particular 
about such things.

Collars and cuffs that 
have to be turned down should be fixed 
in the proper shape Immediately after 
each one Is ironed, for then the starch 
Is still flexible.

of knowledge in using them. 


Las-t year on Mont Rlaue I witnessed 


« curious accident which illustrate* the 
4-onsoquences of carelessness. We were 
following downward behind a party 
composed of two guide* and a stout 
(•erman climber who objected to hav- 
ing the rope tied about his waist. 


At one point we were dismayed to 


•ee the amateur vanish through the 
Hpparently level surface of the snow. 
leaving the empty loop of the rope 
dangling down the hole. 


We rushed to the edge of the crev- 


asse, and a glance down into its black. 
icy depths showed the serious nature of 
the accident. The crevasse was fully 
200 feet deep, and our ropes were of no 
use for a rescue; besides, as no answer 
came to our calls, we decided that the 
unfortunate climber had paid the pen- 
alty of his foolishness. 


Some of us ran down to the <7rands- 


Mulets and brought up :• number of 
guides carrying a long, strong rope and 
the wherewithal to carry the body 
«Iown to the- valley. 


We lowered the guide into the depths 


ef tire glacier, and Judge 01 our surprise 
when we heard voices rnr below. Our 
•wonder was still further, Jnc-eased 
when the guide came np and said that 
the stout German wan sitting at the 
bottom of the crevasse, smoking a 
pipe. Luckily, he had fallen on a bed 
of soft snow, and hi* only serious dam- 
age was i. broken leg. 


He absolutely refused to be pulled up 


uutil a bargain had been struck a> to 
tli€ cost of the rescue. 


CONQUERING A GRIZZLY. 


Nearly all old Callfornlans, says Vhe 


author of "Early Days iu California," 
have hoard of "Mountain Charley," 
who lived in the Santa Onus moun- 
tains, where he bunted bear and deer.

SELECTING AND COOKING PISH. 


Fish should enter Into the diet of 


both healthy people and invalids. Its 
chief disadvantage for folks iu good 
health Is that it is not satisfying. This 
Is largely owing to the great amount 
of -water that it contains. 


It is an agreeable change from meat. 


Any white flsh is easily digested. To 
be really good and wholesome flsh 
should not only be strictly fresh, but 
in season. It should no more be eaten 
out of season than game, says the Bos. 
ton Traveler. 


Care should be taken also that the 


flsh is mature, so that the flavor of the 
meat may bo at its best. After spawn- 
lug it makes a very poor diet. The 
flesh is then soft and of a bluish color 
and after It Is cooked it has not the 
flnfelncss that characterizes good fish. 
Fish must be perfectly fresh, otherwise 
serious results may follow after eat- 
ing it. It deteriorates more quickly 
than most food and consequently the 
first essential is freshness. 
If it Is at 


all "woolly" its Minor is gone and the 
meat Is insipid.

CLEANING FEATHERS. 


Here Is a process which may seem 


somewhat long and tedious, but you 
will have the consolation to know that 
you have done a good job, for this 
method was once awarded a prize by 
the Society of Arts. 


Prepare sufficient lime water for the 


quantity of feathers you have to clean. 
In the following manner: 
Mix thor- 


oughly one pound of quick lime in 
each gallon of water required and let 
it stand until all the uudissolved lime 
is precipitated as a flno powder to the 
bottom of the tub or pan. whereupon 
pour off the clear liquor for use. 


Now, having put the feathers In a 


clean tub. pour the lime water on them 
and stir them well in It until they nil 
sink to the bottom, by which time 
there should be enough lime water 
to cover them to a depth of three 
Inches'. Let them stand in this three 
or four days, then take them out, drain 
them in a sieve, and afterwards was!i 
and rinse them well in clean water. 
Dry them on nets having about the 
same mesh as a cabbage, not; shako 
the net occasionally and those feathers 
that are dry will fall through. When 
they are all dry, beat them well to get 
rid of the dust.

BITTEN BY A SHARK. 


Naval surgeons have some curious 


«aaes to deal with on board Uncle 
Main's warships. Assistant Surgeon F. 
<M. Muuson has made a report to the 
(Navy Department which ought to set- 
tle the- long-disputed controversy a*, to 
the man-fating propensities of sharks. 


"On November 2. I'.KH." ",ays he, "a 


boatswain's mate of the Piscutaqua. 
then lying in the inner Imrhor of Oton- 
K»po. P. 1., while Imthiug from the side 
of the ship, was bitten on the foot by 
« shaek. The man hti«i-a rood -new of 
the shark and theit can be no doubt 
«» to the identity ol the species of 
fish. 


"The two arc-shaped bites, one on the 


dorsal and one on the plantar surface 
near the tops, showed unmistakably 
the marks of throe vo\\ -. of teeth In 
«««ch lacerated wound. On th" oi-snm 
>lie skin was turn from the underlying 
tissues for two inches: two tendons 
mid several branches of the dorsalis 
j»edis artery wore severed, One ol tlu 
tarsnl bones was crushed Into smal 
fragments. On the plantar surface tlu 
<hiek fascia was torn away about one 
inch. As soon as the man wns lifted 
out of the water nn asceptic dressing 
was ;tpplii<d l>y (lit' hospital apprentice 
• nd the medu-al officers were sout for 


"As the wound was. bleeding pro 


fnsely. n tourniquet n-;js applied «nc 
the man immediately taken nshoie ant 
placed upon th? operating table: the 
fragments of bone were removed, the 
arteries ligntcd and tendons sutured 
the fascia o« the plantar and the skin 
on both surfaces sutured, through and 
through drainage being secured by » 
rubber drainage tube left in the woiind. 
The man was sent to the naval hos- 
pital at Cnvito tlu» following day, and 
recovered, some stiffness of the foot 
tem.-iimug."—Washington Star. 


KNEW HIS OWN WORTH.

to make progress where handholds are 
scarce. The hands should, as « rule, 
lie used only ns nnohors. and the np- 
iward progress made by simply step- 
ping upward on any ledge* that are 
nvai'nble 
It is a vei-.v common occur- 


rence iu the Aip.s to meet a partj thar 
Includes an incapable amateur who ha* 
lost all power in his arms, and has 
««tually to be pushed, dangled and al- 
most carried down the rocks because 
his arms have given out through lack 
of knowledge in u»mg them. 


Las-t year on Mont Rlnuc I witnessed 


« curious accident which illustrate* the 
consequences of carelessness. We were 
following downward behind a party 
roiiHH>sixl of two guide« and a stout 
(•erman climber who objected to hav- 
ing the rope tied about his waist. 


At one point we were dismayed to 


•ee the amateur vauisJi through the 
Hpparently level surface of the snow, 
leaving the empty loop of the rope 
dangling down the bole. 


We rushed to the edge of the crev- 


asse, and a glance down into its black, 
icy depths showed the serious nature of 
the accident. The crcra.sse was fully 
200 feet deep, and our ropes were of no 
use for a rescue; besides, as no answer 
came to our calls, we decided that the 
unfortunate climber hud paid the pen- 
alty of his foolishness. 


Some of us ran down to the r.rands. 


Mnlets and brought up ;> number of 
guides carrying a long, strong rope and 
the wherewithal to carry the body 
«lown to the valley. 


We lowered the guide into the depths 


«f tlie glacier, and Judge 01 our surprise 
.when we heard voices rar below. Our 
-wonder was still further, lnc»eased 
.when the guide came np nnd said that 
the stout German was sitting nt the 
*>ottom of the crevasse, smoking a 
pipe. Luckily, he had fallen on a bed 
«f soft snow, and hi* only serious dam- 
age was i. broken leg. 


He absolutely refused to be imlled up 


nutil a bin-gain had been struck ax to 
the cost of the rescue.
